Havana, Cuba, On July 17; 
Washington Trip Cancelled 


The Alabama Press Association 
will hold its Summer convention 
in Havana again this year instead 
of New York and Washington as 
previously announced, President C, 
L. Walton, of LaFayette, stated 
last Saturday, 

The association has _ invited 
Frank Dixon, Alabama's next gov- 
ernor, and Mrs, Dixon to be guests 
on the trip, 

An invitation was extended the 
association last week by Senor 
Luis Machado y Ortega, president 
of the Cuban National Tourist 
Commission, while visiting Bir- 
mingham as principal guest of 
Foreign Trade Week, 

Dr. Machado urged members of 
the state press association and 
their friends to visit Havana and 
Cuba again and assured them of 
an elaborate program of enter- 
tainment, and the courtesies that 
brought such praise when members 
returned to the states in 1936. 

The tourist president's telegram 
te Mr. Walton was as follows: 

“This will confirm my phone con- 
versation officially inviting in the 
hame of my government the Ala- 
Luma Press Association to hold 
their next convention in Havana 
during July, this year. Will guar- 
antee every possible courtesy will 
be extended to members of associ- 
ation and their friends. Have 
cabled mayor of Havana to also 
send you official invitation and 
sincerely urge and request you to 
accept as I want honor of arrang- 
ing personally your Havana pro- 
gram which will be submitted to 
you for approval, 

“Members of the Alabama Press 
Association and their friends are 
rear and dear to all Cubans and 1 
beg you to do us the honor of ac- 
cepting this invitation. My kind- 
est personal regards to you.” 


Following a meeting of the press 
officials Thursday, Mr. Walton, 
president of the association, wired 
the following acceptance: 

“As president Alabama Press 
Assoication, I accept your gra- 
cious invitation that our organi- 
zation again visit Cuba in July 
on the occasion of our annual 
Summer convention. I _ believe 
members of our association and 


many other Alabamians will join; 


me in accepting this opportunity 
to again visit our Cuban friends 
and enjoy the hospitality native 
to Havana.” 

More than 400 Alabamians made 
the trip to Havana with the press 
association in June, 1936. 

President Walton and Webb 
Stanley, of Greenville, who head- 
ed the association at that time, 
say members are still singing the 
praises of Cuba and the hospitali- 
ty they received there. 

Extended tours of the city, all 
public buildings and spots of his- 
toric interest, were conducted for 
the press visitors and special cere- 
monies were held at _ official 
parties. 

Dr, Machado, who told Birming- 
ham just what Cuban-American 
relations in the field of trade can 
be and are, plans to personally 
supervise the entertainment pro- 
gram in July. 

The convention tour will leave 
from Port Tampa, Fla., Sunday af- 
ternoon, July 17. It will stop over 


in the widely publicized new Key 
West for sightseeing and will ar- 
rive in Havana Harbor the after- 
noon of Monday, July 18. 

From that time on, the visitors 
will take part in an organized se- 
ries of tours and special features 
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arranged for them by Dr. Machado 
and his aides at the National 
Tourist Commission, 

The ship will sail for home Fri- 
day morning, July 22, stop again 
in Key West, and dock at Port 
Tampa the afternoon of July 28, 

The press members had planned 
to visit New York and Washing- 
ton for their official convention, 
but now plan to make the New 
York trip next year when they 
will take part in “Alabama Day” 
at the 1939 World's Fair. 

Havana is a city of beautiful 
and modern hotels and these will 
be put at the disposal of the of- 
ficial press parties, 

Special trips into the interior 
for those who want to see the 
modern roads, new schools and 
other developments in the island 
the last few years will be ar- 
ranged, 

Roy Brown, former secretary of 
the press association, has been put 
in charge of the tour by President 
Walton and his committee,

to choose a middle course and not 
aways a happy one, Small com- 
munities find it difficult to meet 
requirements for college entrance 
ara at the same time serve the 
immediate needs of the larger 
group who have other interests. 

Yo serve these needs, the Fed- 
eral government, in cooperation 
with the University of Oklahoma, 
devised a plan which has been 
successfully called on for the past 
two years. Under this plan any- 
one who is mature enough to do 
high school work can secure train- 
ing to fit individual interests, Be- 
cause of grants from the Works 
Progress Administration there is 
no tuition charged the student, 
cooperating teachers or schools. 
The student need only arrange for 
books, which can often be obtain- 
ed in the home community. A 
wide choice of subjects is offered, 
If an approved plan is followed a 
high school or special certificate 
may be earned. 

Adequate education is necessary 
to preserve a democratic nation. 
Free education, freedom of choice, 
availability of opportunity and 
recognition of accomplishment are 
marks of democracy, 

Through these courses thousands 
of students are preparing them- 
selves for some occupation or po- 
sition. Some are studying for 
government positions, diesel engin- 
eering, shorthand, or bookkeeping. 
Some want to raise live stock or 
poultry, some to make a small 
farm pay, or to plant an orchard. 
Some are interested in preparing 
better balanced meals, in design- 


Courses In Varied Subjects 


Many people have had the dis-|ing dresses or hats, in harmoniz- 


ing colors, Some are interested in 
art, music, literature, or recrea- 
tion, Some are not able to at- 
tend school regularly on aecount 
of physical conditions or distance, 
Some are going to two or three 
year high schools and through

school principal or educational ad- 
viser, students taking supervised 
correspondence courses are going 
on with an individual educational 
program, 

The Works Progress Adminis- 
tration and the University of Okla- 
homa have extended the campus 
to every door, They have cor- 
respondence students in every 
state, in Puerto Rico, Hawaii, 
Alaska and the Canal Zone en- 
joying profitable courses prepared 
in an interesting, modern way by 
competent instructors, It is a 
democratic, inexpensive means of 
continuing intellectual growth, and 
preparing directly for a chosen 
field.

It 
is a preventable disease and the 
health department is anxious that 
every home in the rural sections 
have a sanitary pit privy or septic 
tank in addition to a protected 
water supply. The homes in towns 
should have sewer connections or 
ene of the approved substitutes. 

Sanitary facilities will not only 
protect the immediate family, but 
the community as well, from gas- 
tro-intestinal diseases. Construc- 
tion plans which meet the regu- 
lations of the State Board of 
Health may be obtained by re- 
quest, Expert advice and inspec- 
tion is always available.

Steagall One of Originators 


WASHINGTON, D. C.--The plan 
for & system of super-highways 
for the entire country, of which 
Congressman Henry B, Steagall, 
third district, Ozark, Alabama, is 
one of the originators, took a step 
forward last week when the Unit- 


federal-aid highway bill, This bill 
which is now being’ considered by 
a conference committee of the 
Senate und House, directs the chief 
of the Bureau of Public Roads to 
investigate and report on the feas- 
ibility and cost of building six 
super-highways to connect all sec- 
tions of the United States, 
Important forerunner of this 
clause in the road bill and a basis 
for recent super-highway Jlegisla- 
tion was introduced by Mr. Stea- 
gall on February 14. His bill calls 
for the creation of a corporation 
to finance the construction of three 
east and west and seven north and 
south super-highways, <A proyvi- 
sion for the collection of tolls to 


|make these highways self-liquidat- 


ing, which was contained in Mr, 
Steagall’s bill, is also stipulated in 
the recent road legislation passed 
by the Senate, 

“Good roads advocates through- 
out the nation are looking forward 
to the return of Congressman 
Steagall to the next Congress,” de- 
clared Charles M. Upham, engin- 
eer-director of the American Road 
Builders’ Association, in an inter- 
view at his Washington, D. C., of- 
fices. “His work for the continu- 
ation of an adequate highway pro- 


}gram to permit the construction 


of more and safer roads in the 
other 47 states, as well as in his 
native state of Alabama, is of in- 
estimable value to the 29,000,000 
highway users of the country, The 
building of farm-to-market roads 
for our rural population is also 
being furthered by the efforts of 
Congressman Steagall.” 

As chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency, 
Mr. Steagall has also effected leg- 
islation providing for the insur- 
ance of bank deposits. During 
fifteen of his twenty-five years as 
a member of the House he has 
fought to pass such legislation. 
The farmers of Alabama and all 
the other states are indebted to 
him for the introduction of laws 
which have aided them financially. 

He is responsible for the Fed- 
eral Land Bank Moratorium and 
the establishment of the Commod- 
ity Credit Corporation to. aid the 
farmers in holding their products 
from declining markets. This cor- 
poration was made permanent by 
transfer to the Treasury and a 
bill recently introduced by Mr. 
Steagall provides for the mainten- 
ance of its capital unimpaired at 
$100,000,000 and authorizes issu- 
ance of debentures up to $500,000,- 
000 fully guaranteed by the U. 8. 
Treasury.

OLD SMITHY IS RUN 
BY EIGHTH IN LINE 


Stands Where Ancestor Built 
It 250 Years Ago. 


Essex, Conn.—When John Pratt, 
with his wife and children and his 
household goods, moved to this vil- 
lage in 1678 and set himself up as 
& blacksmith, he scarcely would 
have imagined that 250 years later 
there would still be a blacksmith 
shop In operation on the same spot 
and that the proprietor would be his 
lineal descendant, 


Hundreds of persons stop every 
summer to ask about what is said 
to be the oldest business in the coun- 
try that has always been in the 
hands of one family and to talk to 
James Lord Pratt, the present own- 
er and eighth generation from the 
founder, 

Jim Pratt is not sure how many 
buildings the family has used in 
conducting the smithy business for 
two and a half centuries, The pres- 
ent shop, he knows, was built by 
his grandfather eighty years ago to 
take care of an iron business ex- 
panding with the building of clip- 
per ships on the Connecticut river 
here, 

"I shall have a shop which is 
large and light,"’ said that John 
Pratt. ‘Tt shall have many win- 
dows and large ones, It shall be 
of brick and It shall be large enough 
for four forges."’ 

Such a building was put up, and 
{t is still sound, It had windows 
enough to permit work from day- 
break to dusk. It was large enough 
to hold the year’s supply of iron, 
brought in by boat in the autumn, 
and once it did have four forges, 


One was used for horse and ox 
shoeing, one for wagon repairing 
and two for making tron mast bands 
and other ship fittings. 


Now modern machinery has been 
installed, An electric blower is con- 
cealed in the forge in place of the 
old bellows, and the smith uses a 
power hammer more often than the 
old anvil,
